Senator Isidor Rayner cf Maryland, who 
delivered the philippic, declared that Mr. 
Ismay, as well as the Directorate of the 
company, is criminally responsible for the 
loss of 1,600 lives; and he predicted that 
the justice of England would speedily 
‘bring to bay this criminal Directorate.” 

If the Titanic had been an American 
ship-subject to our criminal procedure, he 
sald, they world be convicted of man- 
slaughter, if not murder. 

My, Rayner’s denunciation of Mr. Is- 
may’s conduct came up in the discusaion 
of the power of the Senate to bring him 
and any other witnesses to Washington to 
testify about the wreck. Of that power, 
said Mr, Rayner; there coyld be no doubt. 
Congress had given the power in a stat- 
ute to Congressional committees-and pro- 
vided a penalty of trom $100 to $500 and 
imprisonment not exceeding one year for 
disabedience on the paft.of witnesses. 
And the courts at least once had inflicted 
the maximum penalty,.

A NEW LONG COURSE 


Lines Agree to Abandon Winter 
Route on Which Titanic 
Was Lost. 








270 MILES FURTHER SOUTH 





Fastest Boats Will Require Nine 
Hours More for Trip, but WiIII 
Avold ice and Fog. 





There\is no longer to be a saving of 
time at the expense of safety for ‘the 


ships of the English and Continental 
lines, A radical change in the transa‘- 
lantic course was announced’ yesterday, 
when the Hydrographic. Office and the 
various. steamship lines agreed/on a new 
“long .course, .which runs far to the 
south of the course upon which the Ti- 
tanic met disaster. .By it vessels will 
escape. both the possibility of ice en- 
counters: and much of the fog which 
hangs over the northern line. 

Eastbound steamships wil steer a course 
from the Ambrose Lightship to latitude 
40 north, longitude 70 west, and thence 
to latitude 38.20 north and longitude 60 
west, following that line to longitude 45 
west, where they swing into a> great 
circle and on to’ Bishops.-Rock or the 
idizard. Westbound, they follow - the 
great circle to latitude 89 north and 
longitude 45 west, and thence follow that 
latitude to longitude 50, from which point 
they head for Nantucket Lightship. 

The -course, formerly in.-the easterly 
direction, was from port to latitude 40:10 
north and longitude 70 west, to cross 
longitude. 47. west in latitude 41 north, 


and from this last point to follow. a 
great. circle to Fastnet.. This course is 
known as the Jong route, andis in use 
between Jan. 15 and Aug. 23 during éaeh 
year, 

“Geo to the north and save as much 
time. as possible.” This has been looked 
upon as the unofficial order to many 
skippers, and it has been obeyed in many 
cases, as ig testified by the cutting a 
few minutes off transatlantic trips. Dur- 
ing the time of the year when the pre- 
scribed course is the long one the pas- 
sengers are not aware of the risk that 
is being taken to bring them acrors in 
good time, The skipper is often congratu- 
lated for the feat. 

The new route, according. to. Lieut. 
Grady of the United. States Hydrographic 
Office, will.make the distance to Fast- 
net 8,080 miles; where the distance is now 
reckoned as 2,858 miles....The change in 
route will carry. steamships 270 miles 
south of the course now followed. 

“This changing ofthe Course has been 
advocated by the Hydrographic Office,” 
sald Lieut. Grady: “It brings the turning 


point to the east, and the steamship will 
not only evade icebergs but fog. This is 
an exceptional year, however, and the 
skipper steering over the new plotted 
course will do well to exercise caution for 
ice reports. The early. appearance of .ice 
in the North Atlantic lane would indicate 
adrift well to thé south and eastward. 
Ordinarily, if theice reach such a point; 
it is honeycombed and not much of a 
menace. Ice reports now show a different 
condition. Skippers report glacial ice, 
hard as steel and blue in tint, which 
shows that it does not contain air and 
will travel far before it meélts. 

“ There will be @.loss of time traveling 
the new route, and a 24-knot boat will be 
about nine hours longer in reaching her 
destination. Boats of the Olympic cl 
may be eleven or fourteen hours coer 
the ¢rossing. This is offset by -the fact 
that on the more soutbecty pa mk, vessels 
will not be delayed by fog as srequcar 
as now, and they will dvoid the pe 
hours in slow steaming sorquahy icefie ids

Suggestion for. Watertight Divisions 
‘from an Expert.

For a passenger steamer.to have water- 
tight compartments and, mechanism ex- 
pected.to close them. in an instant is far 
from enough ‘for safety.

A ruling which-shows the tendency of 
the Land Office in the matter of granting 
patents on mining claims was made: in

Race Iesue Raised in the Fight for 
Suffrage in Arkansas.

LITTLE ROCK, “Ark,, April 19.—Agita- 
tion for woman suffrage in this State has 
brought forth a new phase of that prob- 
Iem—the race issue. Those who are seek- 
ing the influence of women for.an amend- 
ment/’to the State, Constitutien to provide 
for the extension of the ballot have beeng 
met with arguments that such a measure 
would again bring to the front the negro 
question, Prominent women and. men 
high in politics are therefore exerting 
pressure to balk the suffragists. 

An instance of the feeling was given ‘at 
a recent meeting of a district federation 
of women’s clubs at Augusta. Members 


of the club whieh was entertaining the 
convention arrangéd a table covered with 
suffragist literature and a group of pic- 
tures of leaders.in the movement. Other 
members, however, insisted on the re- 
moval of the plotures and literature, de- 
claring that they did not intend to have 
the negro women of the country’ placed 
on an equality with them, | en narpotd or 
otherwise... When a set of resolutions 
was-brought forward in the convention 
declaring fcr woman suffrage twenty 
delegates refused to vote, and of the nine 
who did vote four were @a@gainst. the 
measure. 

In consequence of this feeling the pro- 
posed amendment. to the Constitution, for 
which petitions are being circulated, has 
been so worded as to bring ‘the negro 
women under the same conditions as the 
hegro men, most of whom are barred 
by the “ grandfather clause.’ It reads: 
' “Pemale-persons shall have the #ame 
right to vote as male persons now have or 
sheil hereafter hive under. the Constitu- 
tion an@ laws of, this State.’ , 

It is proposed ‘to ~ this amendment 
before the voters of the State atthe com- 
ing election by the use of initiative. Peti- 
tions are being circulated among. voters 
by the leaders of the agitation, “and they 
hope to have 12,800 s'gnatures by May 
8, when the time for filing will expire.

CHARGES AGAINST HARTRIDGE 


Bar Association Bases New Action on 
Mrs. Thaw’s Affidavit. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court heard: arguments yesterday on 
the application of the Bar Association 
for the appointment of a referee to hear 
new charges against Clifford W. Hart- 
ridge. ‘The charges concern alleged un- 
professional conduct in the expenditure 
of money in behalf of Harry Kendall 
Thaw when hée.was under indictment 
for the murder of Stanford White.. The 
application for the appointment of a 
referee was made by Lewis Cass ‘Led- 
yard in person. 

Hartridge opposed the application on 
the ground that the new c inst 
him involve the same subject. matter as 
the char rges which the Appellate Division 
dismissed some five wee ago on the 
ei eemeneat se of Referee Hamilton 

e 
Mr. Ledyard, however, said that a new 
feature of the case was an affidavit by 
Mary Copley Thaw, In which she 
said that she gave the ‘money, which 
Hartridge expended amo ‘womien of the 
underworld, -for the employment of ex- 
rts. She denied that she ever author- 
zed Hartridge to expend money to keep 
them from telling what Hartridge asserts 
they knew to Thaw’s. disadvantage. 

The charges against Hartridge grew out 
of a suit he brought to collect certain, 
alleged disbursements in e Thaw case.. 
The suit was thrown out of the United 
States Court with the judicial recommen- 
dation that Hartridge’s bill be resented 
to the proper’ authorities for investiga- 
tion as to the Frotegene! propriety and 
legal effect of his alleged expenditures. 


Adverse Report on Chemical Bill. 

WASHINGTON, “April 19.—An adverse 
report on the Democratic House chemi- 
cal bil was submitted to-day by the 
Setiate Finance Committee. It declared 
the revision unnecessary, and that the 
Tariff Board should first report on ‘it, 
The committee on the House’ Bugar Dill 
reported adversely.

Court Decides That Speculators. Buy 
Them at Thelr Peril. 


The Appellate Division handed down 
a decision yesterday upholding the cort- 
stitutionality of a provision of the 
State transfer tax law which forbids 
the sale of stock transfer tax stamps 
by persons not authorized by. the 
poate eg me The law was bitterly 

ught by the dealers in stamps. The 
foe sion of the court was by a divided 
vote, three to two,

Laughlin and Clarke, holding ‘that 
since stamps had been purchased by 
dealers before the:amendment im ques- 
tion was passed, the amendment was un- 
constitutional because it destroyed the 
dealer’s property. The test case on be- 
half of the dealers was made by Alfred 
A. Isaacs. 

The amendent was passed by the 
Legislature at the request of Controller 
William Sohmer, after an investigation 
of. the small revenue from the tax re- 
yealed..that-persong in the financial 
Cistrict.. had, bought “¢anceled ..stamps, 
washed the cancellation marks off with 
chemicals and resold. them... The tax. is 
two.cents per hundrea dollars of face 
value of stocks transferred. 

The prevailing opinion of the court 
holds that the stamps were never in- 
tended to be used as-articles of. mer- 
chandise and that those who may have 
bought them without intent to use them 
dealt in them at their.own.peril.
